GENERAL WARE INDUSTRY ON UPGRADE IN 
FALL,BUT TREAD JOF POTTING BUSINESS YEAR IS ON KNEES OF GODS, SAYS W. E. WELLS 


NEW YORK. Dec. 9.—The general 
ware industry “as a whole was on the 
up grade, at least during the fall” 
but “the trend of the domestic pot­ 
ting business for the next year Is 
on the knees of the gods”

Wells, secretary treasurer of the Ho­

The report of the committee, touch­ 
ing upon labor conditions In the gen­ 
eral ware Industry during the past 
year, briefly 
reviewed the negotla 
tions between the National Brother­ 
hood Qf Operative potters and the 
manufacturers 
with regard to the 
two-year wage scale which became 
effective October 1. 
“The year 1926 has been at least 
aa free from labor controversies of 
major Importance as any other year,” 


the report says. “It has been a yew 
distinguished by the smooth working 
of the wage agreement." 
The complete reports follows: 
Peace In Industry. 
“A scarcity of matjrlal from which 
to construct a labor report is a for­ 
tunate condition, as Indicating that 
comparative 
peace 
has 
prevailed 
throughout the current year, but it ie 
unfortunate In reflecting some degree 
of unemployment. That condition has 
obtained since the last report of your 
committee was submitted. The year 
1926 baa been at least as free from 
labor controversies of major Import­

adjustments. It bas been a year dis­ 
tinguished by the smooth working of

In one American city it was found that 518 girls of 14 to 
IS had received licenses to marry in the last three years. Of Si) 
of these who were married under the age ot IG, it was learned 
that 14 are already divorced or separated from their husbands. 
“The hasty, ill-considered youthful marriage, motivated only 
by emotional instability or passing acquaintance, the investiga­ 
tors report, “is likely shortly to end in failure. Unfortunately 
I family conditions of broken homes and misunderstandings ale 
contributing factors to premature marriages, and rarely provide 
the training in home making which is essential to marital adjust­ 
ment.”

Such marriages, they add, “weaken and cheapen the institu­ 
tion of marriage itself,” a truth that hardly needs driving home to 
the American public, in view of a sensational case that has at­ 
tracted much attention recently. Even the nauseating features of 
ahch cases, and the rather questionable taste of some of the mat­ 
ter printed in connection with them, may serve a g ^ d purpose 
if they help to impress on immature boys and girls, and upon their 
parents, the folly of such youthful unions.

The Sheridan survey of wages, 
conditions and earnings for the year 
1912 and 1913 did not add much to 
our knowledge of conditions prevail­ 
ing at that time, but the publication 
covering the results of that survey is 
now become an historical document of 
real value pegging conditions aa they 
stood when that survey was made.

1926 has been at least as free from 
labor controversies of major Import­ 
ance as any other year of the long 


period during which we have de lit 
with the brotherhood in recognition of 
their equal right to a voice in wage 
adjustments. It has been a year dis­ 
tinguished by the smooth working of 
the wage agreement. The labor com­ 
mittee has not been called upon to 
function in any emergency. Its only 
activity was that of participating in 
the formality of negotiating a new 
agreement to p persede the one ex­ 
piring on October first la st 
"The annual 
convention 
of 
the 
brotherhood was held as usual at At­ 
lantic City early In July. The dis­ 
cussions throughout the sessions, ex­ 
tending for more than a week, were 


largely devoted to the long list of pro­ 
posals submitted by the various lo­ 
cals for ifcrea.ed wage 
ratos 
and 
easier 
working 
conditions, 
which 
they hoped to have embodied In the 
new agreement 
"It may be assumed the officers of 
the brotherhood and other conserva­ 
tive delegates realized that trade con­ 
ditions did pot warrant a wage ad­ 
vance In any department, and that It 
would be futile to present demands 
of that character to our association. 
Consequently, it was 
currently 
re­ 
ported that many of the more ex­ 
treme proposals 
were 
rejected by 
their general price list committee, or 


on the floor of the convention. Never­ 
theless, the rank and file of the dele­ 
gates 
succeeded In having passed 
twenty-three propositions, 
some 
of 
which were harmless, and others quite 
radical. 
These 
propositions 
were 
presented, in the usual printed form, 
to our association on July 19. A copy 
of the brotherhood 
communicate in 
will be made a part of the permanent 
records of the association. 
Wage Scale Discussions. 
The labor committee discussed the 
situation at a meeting held at the of­ 
fice of the chairman on July 23, con­ 
cluding unanimously that any conces 
sion that would increase payrolls we* 


out of order, and that all proposals 
seeking such concessions should be 
denied. 
The committee also consid­ 
ered the suggestion of some of our 
members that a demand be made for 
a wage reduction in some of the high­ 
er paid departments. Huck action ap­ 
peared to be warranted by the fact 
that our selling prices on leading sta­ 
ples 
had 
been forced down to the 
point of cost, or below, by aggressive 
competition on foreign goods. 
Even 
upon this basis, many of the potter­ 
ies were short of business. There was

Historic Debt Parallel 


A little French town has been celebrating the arrival of Ben­ 
jamin Franklin 150 years ago, when he went to borrow money to 
finance the American revolution. French newspapers have taken 
occasion to draw a historical parallel. 
France, they remind the world, cheerfully lent the American 
colonies the money they needed, and then gave them liberal terms 
of payment, cancelling six years’ interest. They suggest that 
there is a great contrast in the severity the United States has 
shown, in demanding payment from France in the case of her 
World War loans. 
If there is a cpntrast, it is probably the opposite to what the 
French critics represent. When that six-year moratorium on the 
American Revolutionary debt expired, the French demand for 
payment was ,so insistent that the Colonies were obliged, with 
great difficulty, to meet the payments by borrowing money in 
Holland at the end of the.war. 
America lent France billions for the mere asking, in the re­ 
cent war. Then, though there was a moderate interest rate speci­ 
fied, this country never asked for it until eight years after the 
war. During these eight years, France has never paid a cent 
of interest and never offered to pay any. And France is now 
fighting a settlement which cancels a far larger proportion of 
the interest on her World War loans than she compelled on our 
revolutionary loans. 
As for “spending the money in a common cause,” that is a 
pretty good parallel. The old French loan was made to the Ameri­ 
can colonies by a French king who regarded them as allies in his 
war against England. America lent France money when France 
was an ally in our war against Germany. If the scales are not 
even, which country has been the more generous? 


Legal Sport 
After reading the news accounts of a recent notable murder 
trial, Heywood Broun writes in the New York World: 
“The trouble with criminal practice in this country is that such 
extraordinary emphasis is put upon the doings of the lawyers. In 
all the important cases the issue as to the guilt or innocence of 
the men on trial is submerged wholly to the question of which 
contending attorney will win the game. They act, these lawyers, 
as if they hoped to get their TI’ or 4Y* by carrying off the verdict. 
It would Ie a good idea to set up goal posts in the court room and 
clear a space so that the winning counsel might snake-dance a 
little while before tearing them down. All that is needed in an 
American murder trial is a cheering section. 
And of course 
there should be arm bands and banners, frankfurters and peanuts.” 
Undoubtedly American criminal trials are conducted more 
like sporting events or stage dramas than dignified and dispas­ 
sionate legal proceedings. There is so much attention paid to per­ 
sonality that abstract justice is often lost sight of. 
There is 
too much browbeating of witnesses. 
Lawyers assume the im­ 
portance that should belong to the judges. It makes a good show; 
but is that what courts are for?

Liquefying Coal. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. IO.—Liquefy­ 
ing coal, which makes possible the 
production of synthetic gasoline and 
other petroleum products, has been 
accomplished, thus recording another 
miracle in the program of modern st i- 
ence. 
Two Carman chemists, work­ 
ing along entirely different lines of 
experimentation, are 
said to 
bare 
achieved substantially the same re­ 
sult. 
One of them, Dr. Friedrich Bergius, 
bas developed his process until it is 
now on to commercial basis and two 
plants 
for "berginizing” coal have 
been established that have a combin­ 
ed capacity of 1,000,000 barrels )! 
gasoline and other motor fuels per 
year. 
Dr. Franz Fischer, the other 
chemist, while he is able to turn out 
gasoline that is just as synthetic as 
any of the gin or liquor that floods 
America in these prohibition days, 
has not as yet succeeded in getting 
his costa down to a point where his 
products can be marketed in compe­ 
tition with those of natural petrol­ 
eum. 
Many other chemists, in this coun­ 
try as well as abroad, are experiment­ 
ing with the same end in view and it 
Is promised that before the world’s 
supply of petroleum is exhausted, tho 
world will 
be assured of an amole 
simply of synthetic motor fuels that 
will cost little if any mere than the 
fuels now used. 
In fact, this experimenting 
h.t3 
been going on for many years. 
Dr. Berglns began his work mote 
than thirteen years ago and it is 
claimed that he spent at least $6,000, 
(KH) to attain his end.- For several 
years he had a staff of 150 assistants 
and employees 
working 
constantly 
under his direction. 
Dr. Fischer has 
been engrossed with the problem al­ 
most as long, aud his experiments are 
said to have 
necessitated expendi­ 
tures almost as heavy. 
Few chemists have the financial 
resources or can get tho hacking to 
make it possible for them to carry 
on experiments on such a huge scale. 
Possibly that Is why the Germans 
have succeeded where to date the 
others have not been able to report 
similar achievements. 
There is no chemical formula for 
coal in general, as there is for water, 
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alcohol, sugar, and various acids, bo* 
cause no two coals are alike. Bergius 
first collected samples of coal from 
all parts of the world and after be 
had studied them until he had learn­ 
ed all he could about coal, he decided 
to make coal in his laboratory, dupli­ 
cating as far as possible the geologi­ 
cal processes by which nature trans- 
ionus wood into -coal. He succeeded 
in producing .several different kinus 
of coal, similar to those mined 
in 
various parts of the world, and after 
two years of such experiments he at­ 
tacked the d>roblem of making coal 
take up more hydrogenvwhich would 
transform it into liquitroil. 
He first attempted to drive hydro­ 
gen at very high pressure into hot 
lumps of coal in a closed steel tank, 
but his product was nothing but coke 
because he had used too much heat. 
He saw that a way must be found 
to prevent overheating so that the 
hydogen would be taken up by the 
coal rapidly before coking resulted. 
Accordingly he experimented with 
powdered coal, mixed with oil until 
it was a paste-like mess, and kept 
the tem perature down to 800 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
When he opened 
his 
tank he found a liquid that upon ana­ 
lysis proved to be motor oil. 
In the commercial process as final­ 
ly developed Bergius uses the cheap­ 
est grade of coal, and since he uses 
it in powdered form he buys screen­ 
ings, which cost little, or cheap lig­ 
nites or semicoals of no great value. 
Very little oil is required, aud that is 
now taken from the oil produced by 
the plant itself. The mass in the steel 
containers is 
mechanically 
stirred 
while the hydrogen is forced in, and 
only a few hours are required to trans­ 
form the 
mass into gas, 
liquefied 
coal, coal residue, and ashes. A dozen 
different products are condensed by 
careful cooling of the liquified coal. 
Pure hydrogen, which Is expensive. 
is not required for the process, water- 
gas 
containing sufficient hydrogen 
for Bergius’ purpose. The gas which 
is given off in the high pressure tanks 
is collected and sold for domestic or 
industrial uses, thus becoming a cost- 
reducing by-product. 
Dr. Fischer 
in 
his 
experiments 
adopted the principle of making gaso­ 
line and fuel oils by combining car­ 
bon monoxyde gas with 
hydrogen. 
Carbon monoxide gas 
is 
generated 
from coal by the process used by 
every gas company. 
Fischer forced 
it and hydrogen into a steel contaiju r 
under high pressure and temperature,

Even the nauseating features of 
such cases, and the rather questionable taste of some of the mat­ 
ter printed in connection with them, may serve a g ^ d purpose 
if they help to impress on immature boys and girls, and upon their 
parents, the folly of such youthful unions.

processes for the utilization of bitum ­ 


inous coal to the maximum degree— 
extracting all Its varied by-products 
and developing what will be the per­ 
fect coal fuel. 
This perfect fuel will be bettor 
than anthracite, It is predicted, and 
will be 
like carbonized cakes of sol­ 
id heat. 
It will be black, which will 
be its chief resem blance to coal. It ' 
will be smokeless, and it will be p e r-! 
fectly combustible, leaving no clin k -! 
ors and little ashes. 
Being made In 
uniform sizes, the maximum quantity 
can be transported or stored in the 
minimum space.

In m aking it the principal by-pro­ 
duct is coal tar, which Is used J a 
m aking innum erable things, ranging 
from dyes and medicines to perfum es 
and explosives, but so much of a ton 
of coal is turned into the ta r th at 
the present m arket can not a b so rb . 
it. T his m eans that the so-called p e r-' 
feet m anufactured coal fuel can not 
be commercialized until the present 
uses of the tar have been greatly 
extended. 
But that this problem will be solv­ 
ed is not doubted by scientists. Pos­ 
sibly a low cost method of “cracking’’ 
the ta r into motor fuel will be evolv­ 
ed. 
Perhaps some solution as yet 
unthought of will bo worked out.
